‘Might Makes Right' 


Within the memory of many persons still liv­ 
ing. a great war — the first of two wars of such 
magnitude they were called “world wars” — 
was fought to destroy the then unchallenged 
credo of power politics; Might makes right. 
Within the memory of many more persons 
still living, the second of the two “world wars" 
was fought to destroy the same credo. After 
both wars, organizations to secure peace were 
set up — the League of Nations and the United 
Nations. Each was dedicated to the principle of 
collective security. 
The credo that might makes right was to be 
outlawed permanently by international law. The 
law, in turn, was to reflect an international 
consensus that the strong no longer should be 
allowed to ride roughshod over the weak. 
The sovereignty of nations was to be respected 
without regard to their ability or inability to 
fight. No longer would major powers carve up 
the world into spheres of influence, then raid 
one another’s spheres. War would be outlawed. 
Aggressors would be punished. Might would not 
make right. 
These were worthy ambitions. They lifted the 
hopes of mankind. They repudiated all spurious 
claims about supermen and super-races. They 
affirmed the dignity of all men and made its 
possession a birthright that could not be taken 
away either with or without consent. 
It isn’t a bad idea to remember these things 
while the “great powers” carve up Asia and the 
Asiatics without even asking them $vhat they 
think about the rights of the mighty who are 
playing chess with their lives. 
World War III can be no further away than 
the next showdown on the credo that might 
makes right. 


The Gun Wasn’t Loaded 
If President Eisenhower had wanted to stir 
up trouble, he could have found no quicker 
way than to suggest to the states that highway 
construction be taken from them and turned 
over to Washington. 
But he did not make such a suggestion, de­ 
spite an impression to that effect left by re­ 
marks in the recent Governors Conference at 
Bolton Landing, N. Y. These remakrs have 
been enlarged on by people trying to pick a 
fight with Mr. Eisenhower. 
The President had delegated Vice President 
Nixon to speak at the Governors Conference in 
his behalf, using ideas he had intended to dis­ 
cuss. One of the ideas was a 50 billion dol­ 
lar highway building program in the next 20 
years to meet defense needs and the prospect 
of a population of 200 million people by 1970. 
The program would be put into effect, Mr. Eis­ 
enhower suggested, by federal aid to states on 
planning and financing, with “local govern­ 
ment . . . the manager of its own area.” Al­ 
though the conference finally adopted a resolu­ 
tion saying it was “highly pleased” with the 
offer, critics seem determined to make it ap­ 
pear that Mr. Eisenhower is trying to elbow' 
the states out of traditional authority over 
road-building. 
He merely has suggested it is going to take 
50 billion dollars’ worth of highway construc­ 
tion to get abreast of the times and that the 
federal government should share responsibility 
and cost. Since it already is doing this and will 
enlarge its activities as the country grows. Mr. 
Eisenhower was confirming a fact, not propos­ 
ing a policy. 
There is a perpetual open season on presi­ 
dents of the United States, but people who take 
potshots at them should make sure their guns 
are loaded. 


Size Of The Conspiracy 
Further reason to think about the Communist 
menace as an international conspiracy has been 
furnished by the conspiracy, itself. “The Agi­ 
tator’s Notebook,” published by the central com­ 
mittee of the Soviet Communist party, s h o w s 
Communist members in every country of the 
world. Yet, all told, there are fewer than 30 
million Communists. 
In Russia, 7 million Communists dominate 200 
million people. In China, now the most impor­ 
tant victim of the conspiracy, an even smaller 
minority of Communists controls 900 million 
people. The conspiracy claims a membership 
of 60.000 in the United States, which is slightly 
higher than the estimate of the FBI. 
Sen. Wiley of Wisconsin has caused this in­ 
formation to be published in The Congressional 
Record, explaining that the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee has been deeply interested in 
the size of the Communist conspiracy. It is the 
heart of the problem that the United States 
is trying to solve in behalf of the dignity of all 
men — how a tiny minority can exert worldwide 
influence. Central direction is the explanation. 
The free world cannot match Communist dis­ 
cipline. Yet, its disciples also are found in ev­ 
ery country of the world, needing only central 
direction to give them overwhelming strength. 
The United States is trying to coordinate free­ 
dom’s counterattack on the Communist conspir­ 
acy. That is the aim of its foreign-aid program. 


I am often asked why it is that 
the people of Asia succumb so 
readily to the Marxists. To many 
Westerners, it is unbelievable that 
the peoples of 
the East, con­ 
cerning whom 
E u r o p e ans 
often hold fan­ 
tastic 
views, 
should 
accept 
the 
material­ 
istic, atheistic 
n o t i o n s 
of 
Marxism. 
Before 
one 
G eorge Sokolsky 
a t t e rn pts to 
analyze this inquiry, it is neces­ 
sary to ask, what is meant by 
the people of any country. China, 
for instance, is a polyglot nation of 
many different races; 
Indochina 
is the same; so are India, Indo­ 
nesia, Malaya, even the Philip­ 
pines. 
In *i wo r d , no nation in the 
East of Asia, except Japan a n d 
Mongolia, consists of a 
racially 
homogeneous people. Often these 
various races dislike each other 
and fight each other whenever no 
strong power exists to prevent 
from fighting each other. 


LINGUISTICALLY each country 
in the East of Asia is full of 
tongues. There are a few lingua 
franca such as Mandarin Chinese 
or Hindi or in some areas Eng­ 
lish or pidgin English, but except 
for the educated classes, most peo­ 
ple speak local languages or local 
dialects. 
One of the principal struggles in 
every nationalist movement in each 
of these countries has been to find 
a language that could be used as 
a common denominator. 
Of course, the written languages 
tend to be stabilized and are so 
in Chinese, in Sanscrit, in Arabic 
and in other literary languages. 
Those who can read have the ad­ 
vantage of the written word but in 
all these countries, illiteracy 
is 
very high. That does not mean 
that the illiterates do not know 
what is going on. 
In every tea house, 
in every 
place where people gather, there 
are those who lecture and speak 
and pass gossip. Nowadays, radio 
also has, to an extent, been es­ 
tablished. under government aus­ 
pices. 
This lack of homogeneity is em­ 
phasized by localism — associat­ 
ion with the smallest geographic 
or political unit. A man will speak 
of himself as belonging to Canton 
or Mandras rather than to China 
or India. 


LOCALISM is so d e e p l y in­ 
grained that pride in a village is 
greater than pride in the nation. 
The nationalism of the past half 


century has b e e n 
a 
struggle 
against localism with a 
va ry in g 
degree of success, depending upon 
education 
Although I cannot know w h a t 
the Communists are doing about 
localism 
my estimate would be 
that they are emphasizing it. as 
they have done in Russia, because 
on the principle of divide a n d 
conquer, it strengthen? their pow­ 
er. 
They now use the term. self-de­ 
termination, to describe this trend. 
On one point, the whole of Asia. 
is united and this unity crosses 
all racial, linguistic and religious 
differences, and that is the uni­ 
versal antagonism to the “White 
Man” wmo came to their countries 
by the sea, He came as a con­ 
queror to take their lands a n d 
to govern them. He exploited them 
economically, often to their advan­ 
tage as well as his, but he intro­ 
duced innovations which were re­ 
sented 
His social system was different 
from theirs and often was offen­ 
sive, particularly in sex relations. 
He set himself up as a class apart, 
almost as a c a s t e , antagonizing 
the Local upper classes by his as­ 
sumptions of superiority and never 
winning over the lower c l a s s e s 
who regarded him as an ill-man­ 
nered upstart. 
“White” superiority never estab­ 
lished itself among Asiatics, as, 
for instance, the recognized super­ 
iority of the scholar. 


THE RUSSIANS did not come 
to any Asiatic country by s e a . 
Theirs was a slow infiltration and 
assimilation over centuries. 
Many Russians are of T a t a r , 
Turkish and Mongol origin. For in­ 
stance, in 1923, the Russian am­ 
bassador to China was Leo Kar- 
khan. His name is Asiatic, of Turk- 
ish-Mangel origin. The Russians 
readily intermarried with natives, 
not having any sense of race pre­ 
judice. This was as true in Czarist 
as in Soviet times. 
The Russian does not gag on 
native foods. Many ct his social 
habits are not unlike those of na­ 
tives. To a degree, ihe same can 
be said about the German, who 
was the least unpopular of Euro­ 
peans. 
Opposition to the “White Man” 
—and the Russian was never in­ 
cluded rn this category—is the uni­ 
flying force in Asia which the Com­ 
munists are using to their advan­ 
tage. 
No Western country has, as yet, 
devised any propaganda to offset 
this. To it the Communists have 
given the word, “Liberation,” and 
nothing that has thus far b e e n 
done by the West has lessened the 
unifying force of this word. 


Censure’ Of McCarthy Poses New Issue 


Power Problem ‘Studied’

SACRAMENTO, Cal. 
I have two newspaper clippings, 
one of which I found in an Oregon 
paper ana the other in a California 
paper in the course of a trip I 
have taken down the coast from the 
Northwest. 
The first is an account of an in­ 
terview given by Adlai Stevenson 
on Saturday, July 3. in Portland. 
The second is an account of a 
speech that he made at a Demo­ 
cratic rally in Eugene on July IO. 
There were stories in the newspa­ 
pers about him between those 
dates, well illustrated by Adlai fish­ 
ing, sitting, crossing streams on 
logs, and in other positions indicat­ 
ing something less than a serious 
exercise in mastering the problems 
of state. 
In fact, his one quip in the inter­ 
view' w’as: “To the victor belongs 
the toil.” This was supposed to 
mean that it has been Eisenhower 
w'ho has been working since No­ 
vember, 1952. 
There are some who would be 
captious enough to question this 
inference concerning the victor. 
There can be little doubt about the 
easy life of the loser—especially 
after an examination of the tw o 
clippings to which I have referred. 


IN HIS INTERVIEW’ on the 3rd. 
Stevenson said thaf he intended to 
take advantage of his visit to Ore­ 
gon “to learn something about both 
sides of the power question.” 
He gave assurance that he would 
learn enough before his* speech six 
days later to offer some important 
conclusions f o r the guidance of 
the country and his party, and for 
the w inner of the 1952 elections who 
has been struggling with the mat­ 
ter ever since. 
Presumably, Stevenson’s instruc­ 
tor in the promised seminar was 
Richard L. Neuberger, who is can­ 
didate for the seat now held by 
Sen. Cordon. Of course, Neuberger 
is committed to one side of the 
question, but that apparently would 
make him the ideal instructor in 
this instance. 
So. on the 10th. Stevenson drew 
his conclusions. They were a de­ 
nunciation of the President’s power 
policies. 
Five days of fishing, sitting, and 
crossing streams on logs convinced 
him that the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration was moving “with men­ 
acing swiftness against our tradi­ 
tional and time-tested program of 
public resources conservation.” 


OUR POLICIES, he said, amount 
to “a drastic change in what has 
been virtually a bipartisan natural 
resources policy for almost half a 
century.’ 
I believe that no one who has ser­ 
iously studied the question of pri­ 
vate vs. public power will deny that 
it involves as complex a series of 
problems as anything that faces 
the country. I have struggled with 


the details for a good many years, 
in the course of which I have re­ 
peatedly visited t h e West a n d 
talked with a great many people 
about tho question. 
There are involved many sci­ 
ences. There are engineering, ac­ 
counting, chemistry, law, and oth­ 
ers. 
Unfortunately, one of the ingred­ 
ients is the so-called science of pol­ 
itics, and therefore reason and 
common sense have long since 
been absent from political discus­ 
sion of the subject. 
It is ridiculous to say, as Steven­ 
son said, that there has been a bi­ 
partisan natural resources policy 
for 50 years. Fifty-two, not 50 
years ago Theodore Roosevelt se­ 
cured the passage of the famous 
Reclamation Act . For t h e re­ 
mainder of his life, in speeches, ar­ 
ticles, and books, he claimed polit­ 
ical credit for himself and, at times, 
for his party. 


HOOVER, WHO as an engineer 
knows more about this problem 
than any other public figure in our 
time, worked out in his biggest 
project, at Hoover Dam. an excel­ 
lent partnership plan. Hoover him­ 
self immediately pointed out that 
Stevenson in three specific in­ 
stances grossly misstated the facts 
concerning the Hoover policies. 
It w’ould have required only a 
scanning of the record to h a v e 
avoided this injustice. The fact is 
that Hoover, in a speech in 1926 
in Seattle, foreshadowed the whole 
idea of basin development. 
TR’s Democratic cousin, FDR. 
went along with George Norris and 
Harold Ickes far toward the social­ 
ization of all power. 
Now Eisenhower is trying to re­ 
store some local responsibility and 
an equitable carrying of the bur­ 
den. 
This problem cannot be solved by 
slogans or wisecracks. That sali­ 
ent fact Adlai failed to learn on 
his vacation. 


What is “conduct unbecoming a * 
member of the United States Sen­ 
ate” and what is meant by “con­ 
trary to Senate traditions” a n d 
what is conduct that tends to 
bring the Senate into disrepute” ? 
These phrases, contained in a 
resolution sponsored by Sen. Flan­ 
ders could, if properly investigated, 
take many w’eeks of hearings and 
would make a vivid television show 
because hardly a member of the 
Senate could satisfy any o t h e r 
member as to what is or is not 
“unbecoming” especially if grab­ 
bing headlines and publicity is 
hereafter to be regarded as taboo. 
Sen. Flanders, who has proposed 
the condemnation of Sen. McCar- \ 
thy for his “conduct” as chairman 
of the subcommittee on govern­ 
ment investigations, has been get­ 
ting a lot of publicity himself in 
recent days by his personal at­ 
tacks on and innuendoes about the 
Wisconsin senator. 
Flanders as a senator has a 
right to do this and anybody in­ 
troducing a resolution to censure 
the Vermonter for these stunts on 
radio and television would be act­ 
ing “contrary to Senate traditions” 
because there is no limitation on a 
senator’s efforts to try to get pub­ 
licity or to smear anyone or to 
discuss any subject whether or not 
it is pertinent. 


THE VERMONT senator is quot­ 
ed, for example as saving that it 
is no business of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Government Operations 
to investigate the presence of for­ 
eign spies in private industry as 
this has nothing to do with gov­ 
ernmental operations. It must have, 
been a misquotation because just 
a couple days ago the secretary 
of defense was telling the Senate 
Armed Services Committee that 
the Defense Department was bad­ 
ly in need of legislation on this 
very point as many contractors, 
engaged 
in 
defense 
projects, 
couldn't fire employes suspected of 
espionage without involving them­ 
selves in all sorts of legal com­ 
plications. 
As for the “conduct” of a sen­ 
ator, many things might be cov­ 
ered by that vague phrase. The 
core of the issue, however, is the 
expression of view’s or opinions 
that are unpalatable to other sen­ 
ators. It is the essence of good 
liberalism that a man should not 
be punished merely for the expres­ 
sion of his political views.

If the "censure” resolution tech­ 
nique is to become customary, then 
every time a senator doesn’t like 
the views expressed by a chair­ 
man of a committee he can intro­ 
duce a resolution and presumably 
get a vote on whether the “con­ 
duct” of that chairman is or is 
not “unbecoming.” 
Also, if the “censure” idea is 
carried to its logical conclusion, 
then there can be offered a resolu­ 
tion of “condemnation” any time 
a group of senators from certain 
states dislike what the people of 
other states do in electing certain 
men to the Senate. 
The Senate might find itself ask­ 
ed to resolve solemnly that the 
people of the state of Wisconsin— 
or even the people of Vermont— 
are to be censured for sending to 
the Senate anybody who doesn’t 
accept the political concepts of the 
other senators or their attitude 
toward the best ways of getting 
rid of spies and subversives in our 
government. 


MUCH HAS BEEN said about 
McCarthy’s “methods”—as if his 
procedures are materially differ­ 
ent from those of other chairmen 
of investigating committees during 
the last 30 years. 
Certainly he is guilty of in­ 
temperate outbursts at times and 
occasional unfairness due to over­ 
zealousness, but former President 
Truman was often as intemperate 
and unfair and yet “Trumanism” 
was never the subject of a move­ 
ment to impeach.
